Niw York, Aug. 31.— A sWrtluag flight 
of fauesr was indulged in by Lissie Btndoil 
in the hours verging; on Sunday morning 
last. Wliat she di«T seems to have consti¬ 
tuted prime facie evidence of insanity, tot 
tbe authorities have given her a place in 
Bellevue Insanity Pavilion, pending the 
verdict of speoialieU as to tbe exact quality 
of her wits. 

The woman was first brought to tho atten¬ 
tion of the public by Officer Tinaey ol the 
Twenty-second-street squad. While pa¬ 
trolling his beat on First-avenne late Satur¬ 
day night he waa attracted by a curious- 
looking biped in masculine garb, but 
decidedly feminine in face anu form. It 
wore baggy seersucker trousers that flapped 
in the breeze and a jumper of the 'long¬ 
shoreman stamp. Outside wae a thread¬ 
bare alpaca coat that threatened to go 
tolMnnmiuff down the delicate sloping 
shoulders. 

On the woman’s feet were big cowhide 
brogsns that went flippity flop and awaken- 
ed noisy reverberations along the deserted 
pavements. Her hst was a dilapidated 
species of the derby, and rested unnatur¬ 
ally upon the wearer's shoulders. The 
attire was striking, but not beooming. The 
woman herself—what was to be seen of her 
—appeared to bo a good-looking blonde, 
apparently about .*K) years old. She bore 
evidences of belonging to the hard-working 
class. Her hands were hard and musoalar 
and her figure spare and short. 

When asked to account for herself the 
woman replied that she “was out looking 
for work.” When taken before Justice 
Taintor, at tbe Yorkville Police Court, she 
said that her busbaud had come homo 
drunk and abused her. When he went out 
later she had put ou bis working clothe* 
and left the house in soarch of employment. 

The fair masquerader was remanded to 
Supt. Blake of the hociety of Charietiee 
and Correction. According to that officer 
she was a pitiable object. There was a 
suspicion of tho inebriating cup about 
her voico and manner. She wore ber 
hair “dressed high," according to Supt. 
Blake, and appeared willing to divulge 
more to him than she bau previously* 
told. She stated that she was a 
Baltimorean and hod lived out as a domes¬ 
tic. She had been out of work for two 
wesks. A week ago, while walking in Cen¬ 
tral Park, a man had offered her a homo 
with him until she got another position. 
She went to live with him, and further than 
that she would not commit herself. 

Tbe woman was detained for examination 
as to her sanity. At Belleruo Hospital, 
where she was then taken, she was uncom¬ 
municative. Apparently she was rstioflal. 
quiet and well-behaved. It was only to 
l)r. Stuart Douglas that she would speak 
of herself at all. When the subject of her 
conduct Saturday night was broached she 
suddenly uffected a befogged expression 
and seemed to bo all at sea. She 
did not know where she had lived, 
nor could she recall the name of the man 
she lived with. She had forgotten whether 
or not sho kept house for him, and did not 
know whether he had done the cooking or 
whether the meals had been brought in 
from a restaurant. The doctor believed all 
this was affected. 

The woman was examined at 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon by Dr. Allen Fitch 
and Dr. ^lattbew D. Field. Their decision 
has not yet bceu arrived at owing to their 
doubt of the woman’s veracity and her 
seemingly sane couducl. 

The man involved has uot yet put i» mm 
appearance in quest of his clothes.

Pktrolka, Ont., Sept. 7. — A Liberal* 

Conservative demonstration and pienio, the 
like of which has never before been seen in 
the eountry, was held in the Groves of Dr. 
Punfield and A. C. Edward here yester¬ 
day. The principal speakers were Hon. 
Sir John 8. I). Thompson, Minister of Jus¬ 
tice; Hon. Sir Adolphe Caron, Poetmaater- 
General; Hon. George K. Foster, Minister 
of Finance; Hon. John Haggart, Minister 
of Railwajs and Canals, ^nd Hon. John 
Carling, Minister of Agriculture. Various 
estimate* place the aeaemblace at from 
12,(XX) to 20,000, but the people were so 
scattered about the Grove that it waa ut¬ 
terly impossible to form a oorreot estimate 
of their number. 

The people of the town and surround¬ 
ing districts spared no effort in 
the way of decoration to make the 
visit of the diatmguished ministers a mem¬ 
orable one. Triumphal arohes were erec¬ 
ted on the line of tbo route to tho picnic 
grounds, the principal among which were 
the grand square arch in front of the Grand 
Trunk elation, the agricultural arch built 
entirely of corn stalks and grain in the 
sheaf, and the three pole derrick arch span¬ 
ning the four cross roads at the entrance 
to the village of Marthaville. The latter 
was* both unique and appropriate, being 
emblematic of the local oil indstry, 
and the credit of -its erection 
may he given to Mr. George Pearce, 
who is one of the most zealous workers in 
the Conservative cause in that village.

1.04 and Tyler ana Windle each in 1.02 3-6, 
all smashing tbe records. Taylor was the 
ouly one of tbe four cracks that did not 
break tho quarter mile record. G. C. Hmlth 
wou the quarter mile race iu 31 1-5 seconds, 
breaking tbe record for such a race in com¬ 
petition. 

In tbe two-mile handicap tho following 
was the result: Herman, Manhattan A.U. 
(MW yards, 1; Porter, Clinton I'.iO yards), 2; 
Wells, Toronto (100 yards), 3. Time 4.52.

GILBERT ISLANDS’ SEIZURE. | 

England Intends to Itule In tlio, tonth 
Sens. 

Han Francisco, Sept. 5.—The Austialian 
stunner from Butafitari, Gilbert Islands, 
brings nows of tho seizure of the islands in 
Jiine by Great Britain. The story is given 
in private letters under the date of Jcne 
‘JO, and contains full details of the seizure 
of the islands by the British ship Royalist, 
on June 12, the reading of a proclamation 
of annexation, the pulling down of the 
King’s (lag and the homing of tho British 
colors. 

This, following on the seizure of Johnson 
Islands and tho purchase of Niihan Island/ 
indicates that England intends to rulo in 
the South Seas. 

The King of Butaritari has only recently 
roturned from a trip to San Francisco, un¬ 
dertaken, it was thought, te induce the 
United Stales to extend a protectorate over 
the Gilbert (slun fs. While in San Fran¬ 
cisco the King talked of going to Washing- 
t°n, ( but he received no encouragement and 1 
ill-health forced him to return home. 

The Butaritari correspondent, who wit¬ 
nessed the annexation ceremonies, sends the 
following account: 

June 13 —Ou Sunday the British man-of* j 
wur Royalist appeared in the harbor. Her 
captain landed in a steam-launch, aud with : 
several officers and nil interpreter called on | 
tbe King, l hero, in public audience, with all 
the foreign and native residents of butari¬ 
tari gathered about, lie read this pro¬ 
clamation: ‘Her Majesty Victoria, Queen 
of the United Kingdom of Great Bri¬ 
tain, having this day assumed a pro¬ 
tectorate over the (filbert Islands, I

As soon as the English colors woro shown 
the Royalist, fired a salute, but there was 
no enthusiasm on shore.

A SHIP DESTROYEO. 

A Hark laden Will* Gunpowder Illow* 

Ip. * 

Ohkrmock, Sopt. 5 —The people of this 
city aud neighborhood were startled Satur¬ 
day bv a deafening roar that was sub* 
scquontly ascertained to have been caused 
by a powder explofcten; The new bark 
Auchmountain, with 20 ton* of gunpowder 
on hoard, had been lying at'nnelior in the 
Firth of Clyde, off Greenock. ' Those per* 
sons who happened to bo looking in the 
direction of tho bark say they saw a 
blinding Hash of light, which was 
followed by a concussion that shook 
the earth.

305 persons have died of it in Parts and its 
suburbs. 


Dreadful Itavnges In flAinburg. 

Hamburg, Kept. 7. —Since noon yester¬ 
day 674 new cases of cholera and 264 deaths 
have been reported. According to official 
figures there have been since its outbreak 
here 0708 cases and 2040 deaths. Little 
reliance ia placed in those figures, however, 
as there ie a strong suspieion that they do 
not begin to show the full ravages of the 
disease. 

The Keport from Antwerp. 

Antwerp, Sept. 7. —Tho cholera situation 
in this city is satisfactory. Since the out¬ 
break of the disease here 75 persons have 
been attacked. Of this number 22 have 
been cured, 25 died and 28 are still under¬ 
going treatment. 

Twelve new case of cholera and 10 deaths 
have occurred at Boom and 9 new cases and 
7 deaths at Borehem since the outbreak of 
the disease in those places. 

No l)nn|*r In lSerlln. 

Berlin, Kept. 7. —Dr. Guttman at a 
meeting of the Kanitary Commission yester¬ 
day announced that there was now not the 
slightest ground for fear of a cholera epi- 
demio in this city. Cholerine was steadily 
diminishing and only 10 suspicious cases 
were taken to the hospitals during the 
forenoon of yesterday. 

The sanitary measures adopted by the 
German authorities are stopping the im¬ 
portation of Russian rags, many thousand 
bales of which are waiting on tho frontier 
owing to importers declaring their inability 
to execute the required regulations in 
regard to fumigation aud disinfection. 

Thirty-one Deaths at Paris. 

Pakim, Kept. 7.—Four cases of choloralc 
disorders occurred yesterday in St. Ouen, a 
village four miles airth of this city. 

The frightful suddenness with which 
some persons succumb to the disease is 
shown in the case of a workman at Fer- 
maize, in the Department of Marne, who 
died in meat atrony two hour* after being 
attacked with illness of* choleraic nature. 

Thirty-one parson* died in this city yes¬ 
terday of choleraic disorders, and 329 
patients suffering from the same malady 
were admitted to the hospitals during same 
time. 


Twelve Deaths Iteported »n London. 

London, Sept. 7—In the weekly mortal- 
ity returns the Registrar-General, after 
giving the death rale of London as 16 p« r 
1000, states that 12 deaths were due to 
cholera or choleraic diarrhea. 


Quarantine at Detroit, 

Detroit, Sept. 7.— The Board of Health 
has declared to establish a 20 day quarantine 
in Detroit against emigrants coming by 
way of Canada into the United States. As 
in New York. 20 day* will be the limit, 
but it does not follow that all or any emi¬ 
grant* will be detained that length of time. 

If there is auv sickness on the train sug¬ 
gestive of cholera the passengers can be 
held 20 days. 

SUSPENSION OF EMMIGRATION- 

Cssadn TTill impose the flame Restric¬ 
tions as the States. 

London, Sept. 7.— Sir Charles Tupper, 
High Commissioner cf Canada, acting on 
orders from Ottawa, has advised the consul 
at Dieppe and all eoncerned that Canada 
is determined to impose the tame 
quarantine as the United States 
•gainst all emigrants, exoept Scandinavian 
and British. All other emigrant business 
is suspended, though in view of German 
and other emigrants waiting to proceed to 
Canada it ia thought a special ateamer 
might be sent to Quebec prepared to un¬ 
deego quarantine. ' 

S Stops All Immigrants. 

A Reuter’s telegram from Montreal says 
the Quebec Provincial Board of Health has 
absolutely stopped the entrance of all emi¬ 
grants. if this is true,, it quite upaete the 
Canadian Government’s steppage, which 
dees not apply to British or Scandinavian 
emigants. If untrue, it should be denied, 
to prevent further injury to passenger

Tin ADDRI88. 

Oo Friday there noosed away from onr 
midst, ono whoso venereble presence has 
long been familiar to tho members of this 
oonoreuation and to our follow townsmen 
generally. Tho Rot. Robort Hording, for¬ 
merly rector of Adolphustown, and for tho 
past nine years retired from tho eotive 
ministry has gone to hio reward, 
bowed down at loot with the 
weight of nearly ninety years upon him, 
fifty-three of which were epent for hio 
Master as an "Ambassador of Christ and 
steward of tho mysteries of God." These 
last few years of natieht waiting for the 
oomtng of ouruLord and Savior Jesos 
Christ were spent witli ns (W Napanee, 
whither he oame that he might reoelve the 
rest and medioal aid which hie declining 
yeers and failing health rennirod, and it 
seems bnt right that we should not let this 
day pass the first time we have met 
sinoe he w»s taken away from ni with 
out some reference to him and his lifs and 
happy peaoefnl passage to the Parodies of 
God, where with all tlioee that have de¬ 
parted this life in the faith of Christ he 
awaits the perfoot consummation and biieo 
both in body and sonl of the eternal and 
everlasting glory. 

My personal knowledge of my venerable 
brother does not extend over many years. 
I was almost a stronger to him when two 
years ago I was sent here as your minister, 
and found that it was ordered in the prov¬ 
idence of God that he should bo a parish 
ioner of this ohuroh. 

The position of a retired clergyman is 
not an easy one to fill with honour end eat- 
isfaotion. It is not easy for one-who has 
led the soldiers of Christ and borne Hie 
standard for more than a generation to 
take bis place quietly in the ranks and 
abdicate the place of leadership and the 
responsibility of direction and control. 
The trial most he especially difficult when 
there is little failure of mental and intel¬ 
lectual vigour when the eye is soarce 
dim nor the natural force abated, when the 
interest in the affairs of the ohuroh is as 
Btrong as ever. Mr. Harding played that 
part, with what dignity and honour you 
all can testify, but perhaps I am in a 
better position to understand and appreci¬ 
ate than any who are now listening to me. 
Whilst his great fund of experience and 
practical knowledge was always at my die- 
posal, ifcwaa never officiously displayed or 
obtruded upon myself or the parish. He was 
ready to lend a hand in any enterprise in 
which wo were engaged, and so loog aa his 
strength permitted, it was bis delight to 
frequent the courts of the Lord’s house 

whenever these doors wore open. Alwaysdiffi 
dent of his own abilities, he often seem 
ed to shrink from taking part in the publio 
service, lest his bodily weakness might in 
any way mar the efficiency of hia minis¬ 
trations. Hie great accnraoy, clearness of 
enunciation, ood pleasing intonation, ren 
dered these fears groundless, and it is grati: 
fying for ns to look back upon these vojun 
tary services, bo cheerfully rendered, so 
acceptable to you. and so helpful to rae,and 
to thank God that we should have been 
permitted to receive them, and to have had 
-raongst us in his latter days so faithful a 
witness to the truth of God and the com¬ 
fort of his grace. 

Mr. Harding was bom in Limerick, Ire¬ 
land in A TI.. 1804. His early life was 
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, Ji » Mile (In those 4»jrs) 
almost MttWftfcuft to that ot ttoo Uuos In 
lb* ohuren's boftbr warfare. Bis fcboars 
sitanded from lbs Carrying pUos on tbs 
•art to mu OobuR m Mm wMt,*od a* far 
“ 1 M bt oboes to go, and many a ihri ring 
alnaort vwrglnf now on Mm dignity oi 
oily proportions, kn«w do ministrations in 
its or ad Is days, but Mis faithful, if 
n s otsasrlly intrsqasnt tsr visas of Mils 
sarnsal missionary. II was daring Ibis 
psriod that hs mst with an sooldsnl in 
pursuing bis labours, which without 
lessening his aoMvitl, isft its msrk upon 
him for tils. After two years of Ibis peri¬ 
patetic service, be was offered and accepted 
tbs mors settled mission uf Omesose, where 
be remained for twelve years, laying the 
foundation of what is now a prosperous 
ohuroh osntrs. From Ibis bs removed in 
1868 to'Adolphustown and semainsd its 
rsotor for 86 years Of bis work there it 
is not ne c essary for ms to speak. Tbs 
proximity of Uffct parish and the close com 
mnnioation between it and onr own renders 
any snob reference unnecessary. The 
last nine year* of his life were spent in 
Napanee, and to-morrow e’en he is laid in 
bis last earthly resting place among hit 
people at Adolphnstown, we shall bring 
him here to reet awhile in the sanctuary 
where his willing feet were wont to tread, 
whilst ws bold oofomunion with God, with 
one another, and with his soul, freed now 
from all trammels of the fllesh, yet not 
divided from us and from all those who are 
joined together in the bleesed Communion 
of Saints. 

Of Mr. Harding's character it is super 
fluous for me to speak. Hs wore no mask 
and bis miod and soul were reflected in 
his face. If I were asked whst was his 
leading characteristic I should say it was 
his dowurigbtness and singleness of heart. 
But it would be in very bad taste for me or 
anyone else to enlogise in publio one who 
had in his lifetime such an aversion to 
notoriety and display. 

It was my pnviledgo U> be with him 
muoh in his latter hours. On Monday he 
received his last communion, following the 
servioe from beginning to end with heart 
felt response that showed how truly cam 
fortable a thing it was when earthly com¬ 
fort was past. It will not I trust, be 
lifting the veil of privaoy too muoh if 1 
relate a little incident which shows how 
deep a sentiment underlay the somewhat 
prim and formal semblance that many had 
not the eyes to see below. Whilst I was 
saying the office at his bedside and my 
hand was extended over him in absolution, 
he seized it with bis and pressed it to his 
brow, as if eager to appropriate and realize 
in all its fullness the message of pardon 
whioh he felt was sent him from his Lord. 
The action seemed to reverse our positions, 
as if the dying priest wore invoking a bene¬ 
diction upon him whose official act it was 
to bestow it and I trust his parting words, 
“ God bless you and prosper all your 
work for Himin this pariah” may beabu 0 . 
dantly fulfilled to our mutual advanoe j D 
holiness and in the fear of God. And n 0 w 
one or two reflections upon his life and ex¬ 
ample may not be amiss. 

llis example is of special value from this 
circumstance, that so much of his life was 
passed as a layman, and therefore laymen 
can best appreciate the lessons it has for 
us. For 18 years after reaching man’s 
tate he led the life of an honest, Godfear-* 
ing, hard working chnrohman. But when 
God called him to "go up higher and do 
other work in the vineyard which required 
him to give up his homo and all its com¬ 
forts, immediately hp "conferred not with 
flesh and blood, bat as soon as he recog 
nized the call he forsook all and followed 
where the hand of God shonld lead him. 

It is not often that those who are engaged 
in the business of life aro thus summoned 
like B. Matthew from the receipt of custom 
and bidden to assume the duties of the 
ministry of the word and sacrements. How 
many are there who would be prepared for 
such a sacrifice ? Bat certain it is that 
sooner or later some call shall come to each 
of us (if it has not come already and been 
upheeded), some (Xtl 1 of a special personal 
character to take some definite and partic 
ular step in the spiritual life. If yours has 
been a life of sin the call will be to "cease to 
do evil aud learn to do well.” If you have 
already begun to serve God it will be a call 
to serve Him in some higher or holier 
vocation, and the voice will be uu 
mistakeable. It may be to take some par¬ 
ticular step whioh it is plainly your duty 
to take. It may be to go forward in some

Nearly a 
century has gone by since that time and 
the Irish question has passed through 
many phases of exiBtance.

Mr. Harding studied for the law and 
took the regular course for entering that 
profession. The life, however, was dis¬ 
tasteful to him, and feeling that this wap 
not his vocation he came to Canada in 1823 
and settled at Weston, near Toronto, in 
the then far west of our land. Like all 
the early settlerB he literally hewed out a 
home for himself in the back woods. It is 
a great pity wo have not more biographical 
sketches of these, the forefathers of our 
country. We. their children, might learn 
much from them that would help build np 
that stalwart manliness and indomitable 
peraeverenoe and independanoe that Can¬ 
adians need, but do not I trust altogether 
lack,, at this stage of our national develops- 
meat. When Mr. Harding was in the vein 
for such narration, it was a pleasure to 
listen to the quaint and stirring details of 
that pioneer life which his unfailing mem¬ 
ory conjured up. Ilia early struggle with 
t,hj unknown dangers and difficulties of a 
now land and all that train of accident 
and incident to be expected but impossible 
of guarding against, the pathetically 
ludicrous results af inexperience lost noth¬ 
ing of interest by his telling. But whilst 
building up a home for himself in the 
wilderness, he had not forgotten the claims 
upon him of that, other and dearer 
home, tho household of faith. Like the 
exiled Jew, his soul went out towards the 
spiritual Jerusalem, And hie ambition was 
to build an house for God, and welcome 
tbe ministrations of His priest. After much 
labor he succeeded with the assistance of 
his neighbours in bringing about this result 
and a church was built at Weston whioh 
was destroyed by fire, only about two years 
ago* The first rector was the Rev. Dr. 
Phillips, a relative of my own. who had 
little difficulty m persuading Mr. Harding 
that, Paving given so much to the oharch, 
he might best complete the gift by offering 
himself for her sorvice as a ministering 
servant of her Lord. With him, to feel a 
certain course to be his duty, was to en¬ 
sure its accomplishment, ana at the age of 
33 years he began those studies which 
should fit him for his life's work. The 
completeness of his early education ren¬ 
dered this a comparatively easy task, and 
after reading for a time with Dr. Phillips 
and completing his oonrse at the theologi¬ 
cal seminary at Cobourg, under Archdea¬ 
con (afterwards Bishop) Bethnne, he was 
admitted to Holy Orders by I^bop 
Str&cban, the first Bishop of Tor^fco. 
His natural modesty and constant self- 
effacement stood in the way of his tem 
poral advancement, and in the eyes of 
many, not well acquainted with him, ob 
scured the ripe scholarship and wide read 
jug with whioh he had stored bis 
intellect. He had been urged again and

Again, Mr. Harding was a grand ex¬ 
ample to us of a man come to patriarchal 
years, nearly 20 years beyond tbe “days 
of our age,'' and yet he was an old man that 
did not fossilise. He was to the last 
young in spirit and fresh in thought. You 
never heard from hia lips querulous com¬ 
plaint when any advance wa« proposed. 
You never b«»rd him say 'the old ways 
were good enough when I was a young 
man, and they ought to be good enough 
still.” He loved the old paths, he was a 
conservative churchman, but he did not 
think that the church “just reached per¬ 
fection” when he was in hia prime, and 
every advance siDce then was an advance 
in the wroug direction. He rocoguized 
that every age has its peculiar needs, and 
whilst the church has a ceotain definite 
deposit of faith, the Catholic faith, whioh 
is unchanged god gnghgngeahip «o long as 
faith shall last, yot he knew there isrxun 
for things new as well as old in the affairH 
of tho church, at leas* in those affairs whioh 
do not touchthe Catholio frith to alter it, 
An old fossil must bo respected for its age 
A young fossil is intolerable.
